THE SOLANO DOCKED. 


The Big Ferryboat in the Water 


Fifteen Years. 


SAX FRANCISCO, April 3.—Today tho 


largest ferryboat in the worKl traveled a 
distance of seventy feet in ten hours, 
going sideways and over land, i tie tend 
of bow first in tho water. Aa a result 
of tbo combined efforts of tho twenty 
horaea, 300 men, a dozen windlasses, 
two locomotives, one stationary engine 
and a score of jiickscrews, the Solano is 
now on the ways in \Vust Oakland, and 
for the first time aince she was built, 
fifteen years ago, her keel is dry. Nearly 
two months have passed aince the ferry- 
boat broke down between Bemcia and 
Port Costa, but today was the iirst op- 
portunity the tide offered for docking 
tho big boat. 
Three days ago the 


cradles wore drawn under tho bottom of 
the monster hull and then hauled buck 
with their load to the end of tbe ways. 
This morning the tide was high enough 
to lift the boat, and the task of pulling 
the 6000 tons of marine architecture up 
the greased incline was commenced. 
There wcro a number of minor acci- 
dents, such aa the breaking of ropea and 
pulleys, but nothing happened to seri- 
ously impede the work. The altera- 
tions and repairs to the Solano will cost 
nearly $100,000.

M. Wooster of San Jose waa the author- 
ity for the statement, claiming to have 
obtained hia information from Mr. Son- 
tag of Monterey. Mr. Son tag, whoever 
lie may be, ia not known in Monterey, 
so tho chancea are he waa, in vulgar par- 
lance, giving Mr. Wooster "a 1111." No 
matter Low many roads muy be pro- 
jected, tbe Monterey and Fresno rail- 
road will he built, as originally planned, 
uml, while desiring friendly relations 
with all existing or prospective roada, 
will retain ita independence. The re- 
duced prcfilea of the route, divided into 
ten-mile sectiona, showing the nature of 
soil, rock, etc., at every point, the requis- 
ite station buildings, switches, bridges, 
culverts, and in short all details, down 
to tho smallest minutiic, upon which the 
engineer staff haa been engaged for some 
time, were completed earlv in the week 
and forwarded to Colonel Jones in New 
York.

Several Changes lu the Cost of Fil- 


ing or Serving Legal

Tho public in general, and nttornoye, 


clients and oflieors in particular, will be 
interested in knowing tlie regulations of 
the new fee bill. So far as it affects the 
sheriff's olliee the terms are as follows:

"Traveling ovvrhnul from Santa Ifcir- 


barn to S:m Luis Obispo," raid a tourist 
rpcontly rotiiruod from southern O;ili- 
foniia, "our jourunyns fnras Los Olivos 
was by fidigo. Of tho bountiful html ami 
water scenery along tho routo of our 
st:i£o rido two features particularly im- 
pressed mo. Ono waa tlio backward view 
from tho summit of tho cuimt motin- 
tiiius, \vilh Santa Barbara, 13 miles 
back, clustered on tho loft nnd right of 
its ivliito Nniu street, tho islands bo- 
yoml mid tho hl-ao Pacific. 


"Tho eocoiid was tho rivor that wo 


forded shortly before arririug at Los 
Olivos. It was n typo of water conrsu 
common in California, with a, wide, 
(loop bud, perfectly dry, ojocopt whero a 
oloar littlo straam rippled its way nlong 
a narrow channel through Kiiud aud 
gravel, winding and ccUlyiug romid bars 
and bowlders. A man might leap Across 
it in in any places, arid tho water did not 
como nearly to tho wheel hubs ns the 
stago tolled through it- 


"At Los Olivos, which wo roachod at 


5 o'clock p. 13., ouo of tho dishes served 
at our excellent supper was trout, 
caught, as wo learned, in tho pretty, 
oloar stream wo had crossed. Thatdoter- 
mined us to stay over n day at tlio sta- 
tion to try tlio fishing. 
Wo got oat our 


tacklo and had a dny of great sport To 
roach tho water wo had to get down tho 
steop rivor banks and follow tho dry bed 
through which tho littlo stream soumctl 
to pick its way. Tbo trout wo caught 
woro of tlio black spotted mountain va- 
riety, ranging from 0 to 14 inoliM in 
length nnd averaging about tbreo to tho 
pound. Smaller ones wo put back in tho 
water. 


"But thorn was an experience more 


oxuiting than fishing to ooino before tho 
dny waa ended. At noon tho Indies of 
our party eaino by wagon to join us at 
luncheon, r.nd they accompanied us in 
tho afternoon's fishing. Toward night, 
when wo had worked well np toward 
the mountains, some cattle canio down 
to tho stream to drink, and without ap- 
parent provocation alivolyymmg bull 
Ingmi to paw (ho ground nnd hollow 1111- 
j-loasautly and followed these tlomnn- 
hrratious up by charging npouonr party. 
Looking up from my lishiug at this 
juncture, I saw that it was tho rod plaid 
thawl of ouo of tho ladu-M that bad ex- 
cited tho animal's hostility. Catling tc 
her to throw down tho shawl and for 
them nil to run, I threw otoucs nt Uio 
bnll to divert his attention, whilu the 
other gentlemen of tho party holped 
thorn up tho stcop bank, whuro tho bull 
could not follow. Tho bull stopped at 
tlio shawl, tossod it about in an ugly 
n: an nor, and them, turning his attention 
to mo, gnvo mo a sharp run across tho 
annda to tho bank. I gotthoro all right, 
carrying iny rod, with tho lino and 
]('ider flying behind, but jnsfc ns I struck 
tl j tup of tho bank I felt a sudden jork 
OL tho rod's tip, nnd turning saw that 
01.o of my fly hooks bad caught tho hull 
in tho nostril. 


"It was ono of tho quooro.it catohoa I 


it lagino that over n ilshurman mado, 
a id I literally played that bull with n, 
fV rod for n quarter of an hour. I owed 
hii.i no good will, and besides I wanted 
tc snvo my tackle. Thouostril of a ball, 
a., you probably know, 1.1 oxqnidituly 
Et-nsitira to pain, and with my strong, 
fit xiblo split bamhoo rod, duplicating 
n ul nnd stout gnt Icador at tho ond of H 
hundred feet of hraidod silk I mnnngod 
to hold tlio big croatnro undur control. 
H't couldn't seoui to makooutwbat had 
get him by tho nusu, but ho know (hat 
it hurt him *,vorso whonovor ho tried to 
br.'.ik mvay, and to incroaso tho mystory 
thero wus all tho timo dangling ami 
switching boforo his oyun n big, bright 
red basa fiy thai I had loft on my loader 
OB an oxporimout in trout fishing. Ho 
•wonld fitriko at it with his horns, nnd 
bin rago at finding ho couldn't hit it, 
nnd that it cnmo back at him every time, 
was comical to witness—from a placo of 
aafoty, of courso." 


"From timo to timo tho bnll would 


charge upon tho shawl and toss that 
about, and then I had to work tho reel 
and tip for all they woro worth to snvo 
all my tacklo from going by tho board. 
At last, in ono of theso fnrions charges, 
as ho lifted tboahawl on his horns Ifolt 
something givo away, nnd at tho same 
moment tho shawl wont np into tho air. 
Tlie hook bad torn looso from bis nostril, 
and two of tho hooks on tho lender 
were fast in tho shawl. I dropped tho 
rod and palled lino and shawl in, baud 
ovor hand, like a Capo Cod fishormau 
hauling pollock. Tim bull didn't tumble 
to tho situation until I had got tho 
shawl noarly to tho bank, and then ho 
came for it, bnt it was too late. I whip- 
ped tbo shawl up to whoro wo woro 
standing just as his head butted tho per- 
pendicular bank with a thud, that 
brought dowu a shower of earth. 


"Tho shawl carried a good deal of 


sand and bad somo holes in it, but there 
was no disposition to complain on tho 
pr.rt of its owuer. Wo thought wo had 
enough fishing for one day, and leaving, 
our enemy down in tho river bed pawing 
sand and bellowing hia auger wo took 
oar wagon thankfully for the hotel."— 
New York Sun.
